-That ‘kind .of tea, called 
Mu-yuno, 80 highly prized in England, 
comes from friend Hu's native placo, He 
tells me that it owea much of its uxcollenco 
tu careful manipulation when firing, Tho 
firing pang are, he tells me, always laid 
with their edges horizontal, su that they 
are heated on all’ sides uniformly, the 
greatest heat being of course at the bottom, 
nearest the ire, whenee it radiates equally 
all around, An expert person can fire in a 
proper manner only three or four pounds 
of tea daily. A small quantity, about ag 
much asa person can hold in both hands, | 
is placod in tha pan ata ‘time, and is 


constantly worked in a manner ty roll the 
lenvos whilst the firing is goingon, Mr 
Hu informs me that heavy losses have 
been suatained in the tea trade of late 
years. . 
Tca being much chenpor than formerly, 
it is impossible to nuke anything ub of it. 
In former years these teas were carricd to 
Canton for sale, and brought fine prices. Of 
late years, however, thero is yenerally a loss 
of twenty por cont' uh cost of production, 
iy informant says, bub how they cat man- 
age to curry on a trade under. such 
circumstances I cannot understand, 
~ Kin tella ino that the preparation uf ‘tho 
tea isa costly and tedious affair, The tea 
trade commences now in May, Pevple aro 
bringing in their teas in small’ parcels of 
three ov four pounds to the recvivors or 
Hongs, Some of these Hungs have a 
handred men or more employed ty select 
aud pack the ters. Hu has over s hun. 
dred, These men have to be well paid, as 
the work must bo done smartly and. well, 
ay as to catch the market, and preserve its 
quality. Iv tho first place the tea has all 
been sorted by hand and both ends uf cuch 
loaf vipped off, leaving just the body of the 
loaf only to pass as tirst'quality’ tea This 
work ia done by women whose nimble 
fingers manage to flo alot inoue day, and 
at lower wages than men would do tlic 
work for. Tho careful svlection and’ equal 
nipping is thus an important matter, but 
the proper tiring is undoubtedly the most 
important of all. Qureful packing is also 
an indispensabie neeussity in order tu pre- 
aurve the aroma of the tea on the voyage, 
as ne mauuit of proper firiag ean preserve 
the quality unless it is also woll packed.

Mr H. M. Baily, instructed by Messrs 
Brereton, Wotton and Deacon, appeared 
for the plaintif ; aad tho Attorney-General 
the Hon. E. L, O'Malley), instructed by 
Messrs Shirpi-Johnson and Stokes, repre- 
sented defendant. 

Tt would appear from the statements 
made in the plaintifl’s petition aud by Mr 
Baily, that the plaintiff 1s a merchant carry- 
ing on business in Singapore and other 
purtsin the Far Must, auiong these being 
Hongkong, and that defendant from 15th 
August, 1878, until the 3Yst-Janaury, 1881, 
acted as hia inanager and agent at this port. 
Plaintiff's petition says. that during that 
time defendant was entrusted with lange 
sums of money aud quantities of valuable 
goods belonging to the plaintiff; that the 
defendant’s duty was to sell and dispuse 
of these goods and pay over the money 
renlised. Plaintiff new uccusea defendant 
of neglecting to keep proper books aud 
accounts, of rendering fnlse and fraudulent 
accounts, and of appropriating imoney and 
goods belonging tw the plaintiif, “ta his 
own uses; and plaintiff? further asserts 
he has lost over $8,000 hy defendant's falso 
and frandulont conduct as manager. He 
therefore prays.that um account. may bo 
taken of all defendant's dealing and trans- 
actions with him, and that other relief be 
afforded him, 


Defendant denies all the plaintiffs alle.. 


gations ; and saya that by.a documont exe- 
cuted by the plaintiff, he wes relieved of all 
his indebtedness to the pluintiffiu any form. 

Mr Baily stated tho plaintiff's cast as 
follows :--Un- the J6th Augus’, 1878, de- 
fendant was engaged in Singapore to gu te 
Hongkong to act as manager of plaintiff's 
branch there, at a salary of 200 rupees per 
annuu, with free board and Jodging and all 
axpenses paid. Defendant came to Hong. 
kong, and acted as plaintifi’s manager until 
the end of January, 1881. ‘Towards the 
end of Japuary, plaintiff, whe was contem- 
plating entering into partnership with his 
brother, and who was alao dissatisficd with 
the way in which defendant had conducted his 
business, wrote to defendant, telling him to 
settle up all accounts, cloae up the business 
andhane hisaffairsover to 4conntryman, who 
had previously acted as plaintiff's agent in 
Hongkong ; and to ask him to take over 
the business, and 10 go very carefully inte 
the accounts to seo that all was right. Do- 
fendant replied to this letter, stating that 
he would at once carry out plaintif’s orders. 
On the 15th April ‘defendant: presented a 
statement of-accounts to -his countryman 
showing ao cush balance due to plaintiff of 
$690. “His countryman had no time'to go 
into the accounts at that time; but he 
asked defendant to hand over the 8590, 
This defendant objected tv do util the 
accounts were gone into. A dispute aroso, 
and then defendant suepested that ho-him- 
self should go to Singapore and ses ihe 
plaintiff. This was agreed to, and on the 
27th February, 7882, ho arrived in Singa- 
pore and saw the plaintiff, who.asked de- 
fendaat to hand over all tho vouchers and 
documents connected with.tho Hongkong 
business,.

in the character of mere Opium-dealers,

The total number of the 
public meetings, conferences, and Ivetures 
held during the year in connection with the | 
society and. its auxiliuries is 176. ‘Tho | 
balanco-shevt of the svciwty slows a con- ; 
siderable diminution on both sides of the | 
aecaunt, as compared with the preceding | 
year, and the ameuntin band on Dee, 3F} 
is nearly £200 less thau the balance in favour 
of the society on Jan. Lhe somewhat 
discouraging stale uf tlio finances is alleviat- 
ud by thexequisition of several new subserib- 
era to the Guarantee Fund, in Livorpool 
and Manchester, tho result of tho success: 
ful conferences held there. The committee 
ulso notice with ploasuve a numbor of smail 
contributions from friends in Wales... Nut- 
withstanding these additions to our re- 
sources, they are nob satisfied with the 
financial position of the society, They can 
point to a large anu of work dono with 
the means at their command, but must can-~ 
didly ndmit that all. they have been able tu 
do is but little compared with whut might be 
done, and what requires ty be done, in 
order to bring this important qnestion fairly 
before the whole country within a reasonable 
Lime; and even the full amouns of work they 
have accomplished lust year cannot be re- 
peated during the coming yeur unless their 
friends support, the society more liberally.—

THE ORIENTAL BANKING 
CORPORATION. 
(The Indian Statesman.) 

A very strong and geueral desire exists in 
Tndin for the resuscitation of this Bank. 
Anglo-Indians of any residence in the 
country find it dificult to think of Bombay 
or Calcutta without an Qriental Bank in its 
inidst. Its fall emphasizes tho fact that the 
business of the Eastern Exchanges las 
been largely played out. Tho growth of 
she Council, Bills to the cnermons snm of 
twenty «r twenty-two crores of rupees u 
year, and the system of telegraphic transfer 
have thrown three-fonrths of tho whole 
business of Exchange intu the hands of the 
Secretary of State who, if he wero wise, 
would take tho entice business of remitiauce 
from London into his hands, and_ issue 
Council drafts toany extent demanded upua 
the Indian treasuries. A very simplo solu- 
tion of the silver difficulty is thus offered 
tohim. By stopping coinage at the Indian 
Mints on private account, and supplying 
Council Bills to all comers in London at his 
own rates, he canld withont any disturbance 
to trade, gradually bring buck the Rupee to 
its normal standard. For every Council 
Bill issned in excess of the Home charges, 
hy would ship silver to the India Mints to 
be coined un State account to nivot these 
bills, and by a gradually increasing seigno- 
rage oight withont difficulty or disturbance 
of any kind, bring the rnpee back to its 
proper standard valna of 2a. 

Thu Exchange Bavks cianuut possibly 
conceal: from theinselves that the business 
of Exchange ia likely to bu less profitable 
as time goct on, whilo it is vital to India 
that « woll-dovised system of banking, 
adapted to ber circunistaices, should be 
esta rlished atmungst us. ~Uf * banking’ 
proper there js hardly any in India, Exh 
individual trader. manages as well as he ean 
upon his vin means, the system of col- 
lecting the resources of all into central in- 
stitutions, o be thence re-issued for the 
assistance of vach as reguired, is travesti- 
ed by the native banker and his usurious 
rates of 25 to G0 per cent. If the Oriental 
Bank can be reconstituted by practical, 
solid teu of business well acquainted with 
the changed conditions of things in the 
Eust, and the necessities that have been 
burn of it withuut being us yet ministered 
to, the Bank may mako a new departure al- 
togethor, and strike. out a line of business 
of tho last importance tu-India, and in 
which it will specdily find imitators. ‘The 
new Bank ought to be under entirely new 
direction in London.. The conspicuous 
wenkuces of its homa wahagement for years 
bast, necessarily begets the impression that 
under stronger management and with such 
powerful friends, the Bauk vught ty have 
surmounted its difficulties, Every one in 
this country will bo glad to hear that the 
Bank is to be reconstructed, and made a 
more purely Indien bank than it has beon 
since the first five years of its existenco.

(Henny W. Leoy, in Pall Matl Gazette.) 
In:tho House of Commons. ycaterday,

nations, moro particularly the Greoks, 
had never adopted the practice. “There 
ig ono nation, now the vldevt empire in 
the world, whore cremation is an establish- 
ed usage, and where the Government, with 
shrewd uppreciation vf the advantages of 
aunitary Inws, have of late years carefully 
fostered it; . This is Japan, where ercmation 
establishments, nndc? Gorernment control, 
are ty be fuund iu all the chief cities. In 
Tokiusthe principal placo of cremation at 
Sheu-jo,a suburb reached through long lines 
of busy utreets, It was fete day in the 
neighbourhood, und.at the time of ny visit 
we approuched it throngh a dense crowd 
of holiday makers. ‘The shops were bright- 
ly lit. Jinrickshas abounded, most of 
them holding two, und one at least four, 
persona, two being babies. On these occo- 
sionsthe Jipaninfant obtuinsachuugool view 
and position, For the most part it peera 
ont upon the world ruaud tho aide of its 
mothor'a or sistor’s.hoad, But it. being 
physically impossible for a woman tu ait in 
& jinrickaha with the overlasting baby at 
her back, it is, on this occasion, only sluwed 
round to thefront. Many of the ter-lhonacs 
in this yuarter were brithantly iuminated 
with scores of lanterns. One, which our 
gnide said was ‘u govsc-honse,’ had over a 
hundred, a tall pole running up from bofure 
it hanging outs score, It appears that the 
Japanese is rapidly developing catnivorous 
tastes, As thy home ealinary department 
is not yet eyual to  cusking joints, the 
luxurious Japanese of the lower and middle 
class goes ont to a beef-house or a yoose 4nd 
duck honse, and feeds on tho unfaniiliar 
viand. 

After an hour's drive through o land of 
busy Iife-we came to the silont house where 
the dead awaited the last service of the liv- 
ing. It stands a little wpart from the main 
road, a building oft a single story, with an 
innocent-looking ‘tall chimney, and might 
be connected with a pottery or.a small iron 
foundry. The business is always conducted 
privately, and thero are few in Tokio, 
except those who are professionally engaged, 
who have witnessed the process. J3ut or- 
rangements made by the onmipotent 
Foreign Minister opened the doors,. and 
secured u respoctfal welcome for us. We 
were lirst received in the hotye of the man. 
ager, where tea was served in, priceless 
porcelain cups of .Kutwni ware. The 
furnace, if eo imposiag a name tay bo used 
for a process sv simple, stoud a few paces 
frum the house. Ontentering it there waa 


nothing to be avon but what appeared to bo | 


two butter tips resting upon a few fagota 
of woud. . There wore several cavities about 
twy inches deep and a foot long in the 
stone floor, and these were filled with shay- 
ings. Aveording tu municipal law, 10 burn 
ing is to be duno before half-past six in the 
evening, It still wanted tun minutes to 
that time, but in tho cirenmstonces tho 
manager thought he would be safo in

One of the men, kneoliny before the 
growing fluue, fanned it with w piece of 
wood, -I¢ cought tho dry fugots, greudily 
licked the sides of the tub, 1080 high in the 
air, und then, with .a horrible thud, the 
head of the barrel burst outwards. .

The third class pay six-and- 
sixpence, the-somblance of a collin provided 
by the tub being dispensed with, Tt will 
bo seen that, as compared with the most 
moderate scale of ordinury burial charges, 
crewation is cheap.

Qur ugents there, 
Messrs Alfred Dent and Co., have arranged, 
ing@onjunction with another fin of high 
position and intlucnce, to luad the vessel ut 
Hankow at the oponing of the tea season, 
and we make no doubt, in the course of a 
very few weeks now, we shall hoar of the 
veasel being on her return royage with a 
full cargo and remunerative freight. The 
Ningchow, a sister ship in every respect to 
tho Gopack, has shown herself, under the 
command of Captain Wallace, to poss 
Kindred and equal merits, She left Cardiff 
on March 2ith, and passed Malta on April 
Qnd—eight days—and, otirioudy cnsugh, 
made the run from Malta to Port Said in 
precisely the same time as the Qupack, viz, 
sSoyenty-seven hours. We do not expect 
to hear of her again until she reaches 
Hongkong, wera she is duc about May Gth.
